She was early bleffed, from a very Child, with a 
lively, ftrong, and,enterprizing Genius ; a Genius that 
was pick on udy, at Invention, fruitful of mighty 
Projects, and great.

It is true, that PLEASURE ‘was not fo lofty and 
proud of Heart, as Grory her Sifter: For wheres 
Grony thought of nothing: but great Things; and 
would frequent none but the Great, ot People of 
great Genius, defpifing all other Confiderations; 
PLEASURE, on the contrary, could amufe herfélf with 
any thing, loving as well Bufinefs of Jittle; “or wo-Ac- 
count, as thar of Imp ; the People -of a wid.

all alike;“which won her the Heatts of ail the World: 
As fhe ‘was, by Nature, véry curios. fhe diverted 
herfelf “with ‘making © dittle particular’ -Jourriles 
to People,’ who were glad to have her in- their Gon 
pany, ‘provided the was‘not with her Fatheyiand ‘her 
Sifter, the‘ Asfferity of whom, put them under too 
Shei tle Salts pave a great Shain ocho Re 
. Thefe fictle ‘Sallies gave a great Stain to her Re 
oa it vets. eg oe vs tee te : Girl fo far 
liarly vifit fo many Yeople, ‘without {peaking of it. 
But’ what ‘hatlike to have ruined her ‘ntirely, was, 


that at the fame Time a debauch'd Giri,;who had 


fomething of: the Air of PLeasuxz, but much Afe- 
ation, took it ‘in her Head to go by the fame Name, 
in order to find the eafer Acce/s in all Places. She 
wa; the Daughter of Letsure and Dezaucn, detpt 
cable People ! and, as fhe had neither Birt nor He 
aoe ihe ‘mingled sored HA with ai Sorts of Per- 

ns, leading an infamous Life, and fo diforderl 
that fhe pafied for one lott. j gor ‘ 

This Identity of Names, made them artribute to 
the tvve Pressure, all the Diforders of the fal/e, 
which obliged’ her to clear up the Matter with her 
Father Lasour, who was deceived, like the reft of 
the World, by this Appearancé. But above: all 
Things, her confcions Innocence, which they accufed 
her to have violated, gave her great Confidence in 
her own Juttification. She-made known to her Fi 
ther, that the greateft Part of thote the frequented 
the moff, were the beft Friends @f Him, and his At- 
ceftors Virrur-and Wispom; That fhe was ‘che- 
rifhed by a whole Set ot Philofophers ; and, in fhort, 
That fhe {aw xone but People, whole Afanners wert 
Praife worthy and Fuf.
